A Great River. 


The Douro—etymologically first cousin 
to the little river from which Bundoran 
takes its name—is one of the largest 
rivers in Europe, and is likely in the 
future to become economically one of 
the most important.

the Douro scheme. Last week—says the | 
Madrid Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph—the Cabinet finally adopted a 
scheme for the hydro-electric development 
of those great waters. A concession has 
been granted to the Portuguese Society 
of Electric Traction, and this body will 
co-operate with Spanish engineers and 
financiers. The international portion of 
the river—the reaches which form part 
of the Spanish-Portuguese frontier—will 
be attacked first and its power harnessed. 
It is stipulated that 80 per cent. of the 
subordinate personnel employed in the 
work of construction must be: Spanish. 
The initial part of the scheme will require 
eight years for its completion. It is in- 
tended to make the river navigable through 
Spain nearly as far as the town of Zanora, 
and the provinces of Castile. and Léon 
thus will be connected with the sea. The 
enterprise “will constitute one of Spain s 
biggest engineering achievements, and will 
have far-reaching effects of an economic 
nature.”

The first new production of the season 
at the Abbey brought an audience tha: 
taxed the theatre's capactiy. “Mr. 
Murphv's Island” is a comedy of modern 
Trish life, treated, to some extent, conven- 
tionally, but Jargely in a manner that is a 
complete break away from both the old 
and the new in Abbev drametic writing. 

The little. play might be described in a 
word or two as the presentation of the 
modern young woman in her love-making. 

The author is announced to be Miss 
F'abeth Harte, but beyond that her identity 
is a mystery. She, or he, is not known to 
the Abbey, and cid not appear to receive in 
person the congratulations lustily conveyed 
at the final curtain. The internal evidence 
is that the play was written by someone well 
acquainted with expressions in common use 
in West Cork. 

If, as is stated, this is Miss Harte’s first 
play, she has a promising future, for ‘‘ Mr. 
Murphy’s Island ” is well constructed around 
one central piece cf characterisation that is 
not far removed from dramatic genius. The 
dialogue is clever, with many crisp Shavian 
strokes, and there is just sufficient of the 
melodramatic to remind people that the 
stage, when all is said and done, is not real 
life. 

The scene is on an island off the Irish 
coast, and the time just before the truce in 
1921,, There is a finely dramatic opening, 
with General Sir Percival Bude brought as a 
prisoner hostage to the house of Brian 
Prendergast, Commandant of the I.R.A., a 
voung man of superior birth, and of influence 
and culture. His men have bungled the 
affair so badly as to include in the capture 
General’s daughter, a modern young 
woman, just arrived from London, who sets 
herself to get the most out of this, her first 
adventure, and to make love to the serious 
Brian. One of her first remarks is—‘‘ Are 
you by any chance Michael Collins?’ 
After a time the Black-and-Tans burst in 
and arrest Brian; but in the end there is 
worked out a culmination so dramatically 
clever that it would be unfair to those who 
may see the play to say anything more about 
its plot. 

The play is really a study of the character 
of Finola. In Miss Crowe that young 
person lives and moves about the stage. and 
convinces Brian that she is something more 
than the brazen hussv of his first impression. 
The incident of the dislocation of the arm is 
unreal, and the author might improve upon 
it, but otherwise the work given to Miss 
Crowe is very pleasing. 

Mr. McCormick is a good 
vitality into the virtue-on-a-pedestal parts 
that come his way rather frequently. The 
leact slip on his part would make Brian look 
ridiculous, but he never makes that slip. 
Mr. Dolan has a full, fine part in General 
Bude, and plays it weil. and Miss Delany 
has further endeared herself to Abbey 
patrons by her presentation of the clumsy 
servant girl. Mr. Carolan is strong in the 
beginning of the first act. 

At times the production suffered from the 
first-night atmosphere, but that wears off 
so quickly at the Abbey that ‘‘ Mr. Murphy's 
Island’’ will be received before the end of 
the week with even more satisfaction than it 
gave last night.

There is reason to believe that the De 
partment of Justice has decided to appoint 
Mr. Gerald Horan, K.C., to the newlvy- 
created post of Master of the Free State 
High Court.

The coffin which was brought 
to London by Mr. “ Frank Power” was 
seized and opened by the authorities—and 
found to be empty. 

The following. official statement 
issued last evening by the Home Office :— 

‘The Home Office states that the packing 
case alleged to contain a coffin and human re- 
mains, which on Saturday night was removed 
by the police from an undertaker’s premises 
in Waterloo road to the Lambeth Coroner's 
Court, was this morning opened in the 
presence of Mr. Ingleby Oddie and Sir 
Bernard Spilsbury. The packing case was 
found to contain an empty coffin. The coffin 
was apparently new, and obviously had not 
contained human remains.”’ 

In a statement last night Mr. “ Frank 
Power,’’ whose real name is Arthur Vectis 
Freeman, expressed surprise at the result 
of the opening of the coffin, and regretted 
that the authorities had ignored his 
request to be present. 

Vhen he was questioned before 
police had taken action regarding the 
vagueness of his information as to the 
transport of the coffin from Norway to 
London, Mr. “ Power ” replied it was not 
strange that he did not know the 
or method of transport, as that matter had 
been left in the hands of the” responsible 
agents.

RED FLAG PLACED 
SOLDIER’S COFFIN. 
PARIS, Monday. 

A graveside affray, provoked by the con- 
duct of Communists, is reported to-day from 
the Seine et Oise, Commune of Franconville. 

The body of a soldier named Mertins, killed 
at the front, was being taken from the 
station to the cemetery mortuary, where an

Lambay Island, the scene of recent 
archeological discoveries, is to Dubliners, 
to all intents and purposes, a mystery 
island. To them it looks very picturesque, 
but more about it few of them, perhaps, 
know. 

It will be news to most of our readers 
that on the island there is a model farm 
(mixed tillage and grazing) run on the 
most up-to-date lines, and that there is a 
permanent population of fifty people em- 
ployed directly or indirectly on the land. 


TWENTY YEARS’ TRANSFORMATION. 


The island is the property, and the favourite 
“‘Tesidence, of the Hon. Cecil Baring, a director 
of the London banking firm of Baring Bros. 
and Co., Ltd., and heir presumptive to the 
second Baron Revelstoke. When Mr. Baring 
came into possession the island was a wilder- 
ness, with its historic castle and the harbour 
in a tumble-down condition and everything 
hidden under the wild growths of nature. In 
twenty years he has rebuilt the castle into an 
impOsing modern residence, surrounded by 
beautiful gardens and plantations, and has 
erected whole ranges of the most up-to-date 
farm buildings and cleared the land to pro- 
duce the best of crops and feed high quality 
cattle and sheep. 

To land on the island visitors must have a 
permit from Mr. Baring. They are taken over 
from Rush in the mails boat, a motor craft 
which was the No. 2 lifeboat of the torpedoed 


Leister. and drifted into Kingstown 
uninjured in the explosion. The crossing is 
seldom pleasant for the ordinary landsman, 
and even the boatmen have a nasty time when 
the wind blows strong from the eastwards. 
On landing at the compact little harbour 
visitors» are received by Mr. Campbell, the 


steward, in an office equipped like that of any 
city commercial establishment. 

All around are solid, substantial buildings, 
constructed of the stone quarried and dressed 
on the island. This stone is used everywhere 
—in the walls dividing the fields, as well as 
in the covered and flagged passages connecting 
the different buildings. Its. use gives an ap 
pearance of completeness and solidarity to the 
surroundings. 


THE IDEAL FARMYARD. 


[he farmyard.and its annexes are a model 
of lay-out and arrangement. Tliey are all 
lighted by electricity produced on the island, 


and are equipped with the latest labour-saving 
machinery electrically driven. 

Mr. Campbell informed an Jrish Z'imes re- 
presentative, who was on the island last week, 
that of the 700 acres in the seven-mile circle 
of Lambay’s circumference he has fifty under 
tillage. A great part of the remaining 650 
acres is used for grazing, and rock and bracken 
wastes make up the remainder. On the dav of 
the visit the hands were engaged harvesting 
as fine a crop of oats as could be seen any- 
where, even in this year of good corn vields. 
The potato and root crops also looked remark- 
ably well, and the hay was all safely housed 
in modern sheds. All the produce of the 
land, including that of the gardens, is used on 
the island. 

A SELECT COLONY. 

Of the fifty people on the island, exclusive 
of the owner’s family, forty are employed as 
outdoor workmen, masons and carpenters, as 
well as general labourers. They are nearly all 
from the parish of Rush, and they live on the 
island all the time, except for a week-end on 
the mainland once a month. The married 
men and their families live in nice cottages, 


| with gardens, and the single men have their 
quarters, each a room to himself. 


| | Mr. Baring 
has provided a recreation hall, with a billiard 
table and reading matter. Dancing js the 


main amusement for the long winter nights. 

_ On the island is an ancient chapel, standing 
in the centre of an old graveyard, walled in 
and tended in a manner that might. for 
decency’s sake, be imitated in many districts 
in the country. The chapel is used as a place 
of worship by the islanders, who are nearly al] 
Roman Catholics. The clergy from Rush come 
to say Mass occasionally, but when one cannot 
get over on Sundays the people gather in 
the chapel for congregational devotions. Mass 
is being said there fhis morning at a 
new altar provided by Mr. Baring, who has 
also had the chapel repaired and decorated. 


CATTLE RAISING AND AFFORESTA- 
TIO 


Mr. Baring is greatly interested in cattle 
raising. He believes in the high-class Aber- 
deen-Angus, of which there are some fine 
types to be seen grazing in the depressions 
between the heather-covered slopes. This 
vear there has been introduced new blood in 
six heifers, and the bull, Killarney Pinnacle. 
from the Earl of Kenmare’s herd. Last 
year Mr. Campbell made a start in the pro- 
duction of baby beef, and was verv satisfied 
“th the financial result The sheep on the 
isiand are the Welsh black, a breed rarely 
seen in Ireland. The live stock are «.n- 


veyed to Dublin for market in the ‘‘ Shan 
ruck,” the island boat specially fitted up fu 
the purpose. ‘ 

The reafforestation of the island is re- 
ceiving special attention, but the fierce winds 
that sweep over it at times are against suc- 


cessful arboriculture. Strange to say, the 
Sycamore is the tree that does best here, 
and there are some good plantations of ever- 
green oak. The whitethorn, too, stands the 
climate wet]. Several acres of nurseries have 
been laid down, and, planted thickly, are 
doing well. 

The sc enery of the island itself is altogether 
charming, and the land view from its highest 
point, over four hundred feet above the sea, 
is very beautiful. The eye takes in an 
immense sweep, stretching from Wicklow 
Head in the south to Siieve Donard in the 
north, and back iniand to Tara Hill, dis. 
tinctly to be seen on a clear day. Viewed 
with an autumn sun shining on. the golden 
cornfields of County Dublin, the panorama 
is simply enchanting. Across the sea on 
the opposite side the mountains of Novth 
Wales and the Isle of Man are visible in 
clear weather. 


FLYING OFFICER'S

FALL FROM A GREAT HEIGHT. 
While on manceuvres yesterday afternoon, 
Flight Officer Wright, of No. 15 Squadron, 
Rovai Air Force, crashed to the ground from 
a great height at Old Dean Common, Trimley, 
and was killed instantaneously.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

Plans, which were approaching maturity, 
for an armed invasion of Northern Mexico 
from United States territory by a band 
of Mexicans, under the leadership of a 
former Secretary for War, General 
Estrada, have been frustrated by the 
prompt action of officials of the United 
States Department of Justice. 

With the assistance of the city and 
county officials, Federal agents this morn- 
ing made prisoners of some 150 men who 
had assembled at Dulzura Imperial 
Valley, California. 

General Estrada was arrested yesterday 
afternoon, together with his staff, and a 
man named Earle Parker, who is a dealer 
in hardware and small arms at San Diego. 

The authorities gained possession of an 
armoured car, two one-ton lorries, contain- 
ing 400 rifles, two machine-guns, 50,000 
rounds of ammunition, and an assortment 
of small arms; and several transport 
lorries. 

Among the former officers under arrest 
is General Aurelio Sepulveda, who has 
resided in Los Angeles for the last two 
years. Another supposed ‘eader is said 
to be still uncaptured. 

The documents seized indicate that the 
conspirators had been ordered to meet 
yesterday evening at Dulzura. An agent 
of the Department of Justice said that 
charges would be preferred to-day against 
the prisoners for leading and taking part 
in an armed expedition against a Govern- 
ment friendly to the United States, there- 
by violating the neutrality laws. 

Sunday passed quietly in Mexico City. 
There were rumours of disorder in the 
suburbs, but they were apparently due to 
the arrest of twenty-one persons charged 
with plotting against the Government, 
including. several prominent citizens of 
San Angel.

RUSSIAN GOLD BY AIR

ARRIVING IN LONDON TO-DAY. 


The first consignment of gold 
mitted by air from Lena goldfields, under 
licence from Soviet Russia, was due to 
arrive yesterday evening at Croydon Aero- 
drome for conveyance to a London bank. 
The consignment represents part of the 
product of Lena Goldfields, Ltd. a British 
company operating in Soviet Russia. 

The gold was despatched from Moscow 
to Amsterdam, and at first consisted of 
twenty-five cases, but this consignment 
was added to by the arrival of a further 
quantity of gold. A remarkable accident, 
however, occurred to the Handley-Page 
machine which was to bring the gold. It 
was anticipated that the aeroplane would 
reach Croydon at about 9.30 p.m., but a 
message was received by Imperial Airways, 
Ltd., that after leaving Amsterdam 
en route to Ostend, a wild duck had 
collided with one of the machine's pro- 
pellers, which was damaged. The flight, 
however, was continued to Ostend, and at 
once another machine was despatched from 
Croydon with a fresh set of propellers, and 
arrived on the scene at 8.21 p.m. 

With her new propeller fixed it was ex- 
pected that the Handley-Page would arrive 
at Croydon at about 10.30 p.m., but a 
further message came stating that the 
machine with the gold would remain at 
Ostend till this morning, starting from 
there for London, which was expected to 
be reached about 9 a.m.

| AUTOMATIC’PHONES 
FOR DUBLIN. 


HOW THE NEW SYSTEM 
WILL OPERATE.

Automatic telephones will be in opera- 
tion in Dublin before Christmas. 

This information was supplied to an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday by an 
official of the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs, who, in the course of con- 
versation, said that the first step. in the 
introduction of the automatic working 
would be the changing over of the Ship 
street Relief Exchange to the new system. 
The change over is an extremely delicate 
and intricate matter, and in Dublin it is 
all the more difficult because the manual 
exchanges have to carry on the ordinary 
telephone work during the conversion 
period. Considerable progress has, how- 
ever, been made with the installation of 
the new plant, and there is every reason 
to believe that the change over in Ship 
street Exchange will take place before the 
end of the year. 


A NEW EXCHANGE. 

It is proposed to convert the Central Ex- 
change at Crown alley also to the automatic 
working, as well as the major exchanges on 
the outskirts of the city, such as Drumcondra, 
Clontarf, Ballsbridge and Rathmines, In the 
new scheme there will, in addition, be a new 
exchange, called Merrion Exchange, set up to 
cover the area round Merrion square, and 
possibly extending to Merrion Gates. This 
exchange is already acting as a relief exchange 
and dealing with over 1,000 lines. 

As stated, the change over is a tedious and 
difficult matter, and it may be from three to 
five years before the telephones in Dublin and 
the immediate district are all automatic. 

It is claimed that the new system is much 
more rapid than the manual system. Its use 
is very simple. All subscribers will bear 
numbers, consisting of five figures, the first 
figure of which will indicate the particular 
exchange to which they are linked up.. A 
person in, say, number three area by 
operating the dial will be mechanically 
switched through to another exchange, so that 
the old exchange names will be eliminated. 


FOR LOCAL CALLS. 

The automatic system will be used only for 
local calls. If trunk or junction calls are 
required the attention of an operator at the 
main exchange will be necessary, and this can 
be secured by turning the pointer to the 
‘“‘nought ’’ figure in the dial. 

It has not yet been decided how far the 
automatic system will be extended outside 
Dublin, or whether such areas as Blackrock 
and Kingstown should be included. It is to a 
great extent a question of finance. Already a 
considerable amount of expenditure has been 
incurred in relaying the necessary underground 
cables and installing new plant 

It should be borne in mind that the tele- 
phone system only passed into the hands of 
the Post Office in 1912. A revision of existing 
affairs was then necessary, but virtually before 
any big scheme could be put into operation 
there came the European War, and only the 
most essential maintenance work was possible 
till 1918. Then came the troubled years in 
Ireland, and it was only in 1923 that the Post 
Office authorities were in a position to go 
ahead with their scheme. That left them 
with arrears of eleven vears to work up, and 
in that period most of the plant and lines had 
outlived their service. It is this age-worn 
plant and equipment that has been largeiy 
responsible for the difficulty so often ex- 
perienced in establishing satisfactory tele- 
phonic cOmmunication. Much has been done 
to remedy the matter, but it has not been 
possible yet to relieve all the congestion. 


POSITION OF OPERATORS. 

As the establishment of the automatic 
system will be a gradual process, it is not 
expected that any of the operators will lose 
their employment. In the ordinary way the 
staff of operators is constantly changing, new 
girls being recruited. If no fresh recruits are 
taken on for the Dublin area, the situation 
will, in the normal course, solve itself. At 
any rate, the use of the telephone is growing 
more general every day in the countrv towns, 
and there is a constant demau: for operators, 
so that, though city folk may be affected, the 
girl operators will be still with us in the 
country exchanges.

ONE MILLION SUBSCRIBERS 
EXPECTED BY 1935. 

London has to-day 500,000 telephones, or 
uearly twice as many as ten years ago. It 
is considered probable that the miliion will 
be 1eached by the close of 1935, as the rate 
of progress shows a tendency to accelerate. 
London now claims more than one-third 
of the total number of telephones in Great 
Britain and Ireland. In a country containing 
so many large industrial centres of popula 
tion this is a remarkable figure, and would 
seem to point to the need for more: intensive 
development in some provincial districts. 
Meanwhile, though London now possesses 
more telephones than Holland, Belgium and 
Austria combined, it can still boast only one- 
third of the number of telephones installed in 
New York. 


ART GIFTS TO LONDON. 


RECENT ADDITIONS TO 
NATIONAL GALLERY. 

The authorities of the National Gallery in 
London announce that, to the generosity of 
Viscount Rothermere, the Gallery owes two 
interesting recent additions. One of. these, 
a “ Resurrection,’’ by Ugolino da Siena, is 
a panel from the predella of a great altar- 
xiece from Santa Croce, in Florence, painted 
at the end of the thirteenth century. Banished 
in the sixteenth century to the dormitory of 
a convent near by, fragments were brought 
to England by W. Y. Ottley, and ultimately 
dispersed. The three surviving panels of the 
main body are in Berlin, but the National 
Gallery possesses four pieces of the super- 
structure, and with the '' Resurrection ’’ four 
out of seven predella panels. 

Lord Rothermere’s other gift is a “ Death 
of the Virgin,’’ by a Spanish, perhaps Valen- 
cian,. painter of the late fifteenth century. 
This valuable reinforcement to a phase of art 
scantily represented in the Gallery at present 
hangs in the vestibule. The design, as in 
much Spanish painting of the period, is bor- 
rowed from Flanders, but Spanish character 
is revealed in the types of the figures, and, 
above all, in the colour—scarlet and green, 
get: in vivid harmony, with gold and cool 
grev. 

To the representation of Rembrandt's early 
work has been added, by purchase, a '' ‘Tobit 
and His Wife,’’ which hangs in the vestibule. 
This delicate and careful piece of work was 
executed about 1631, when Gerard Dou was 
a pupil of Rembrandt. 

By the side of Rembrandt has been placed 
a little picture of “ Christ Appearing to the 
Virgin,” purchased many years ago as a 
work of the Flemish schools. This has quite 
recently been identified as one of a series of 
forty-six panels executed at the end of the 
fifteenth century for Isabella the Catholig, 
by Juan de Flandres of which fifteen remain 
in the Royal Palace at Madrid, and one ir 
been acquired recently by the Louvre. The 
artist was Fleming,. who settled .in Spain, 
and his work is of great rarity.

MEXICO AND THE 
CHURCH. 


VATICAN REPLY TO 
PRESIDENT CALLES.

The Rome Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—An official English translation of an 
article entitled, “ The true cause of the pre- 
sent disorder and unrest in Mexico: a reply 
to President Calles,’’ which appeared in the 
Osservatore Romano on August 10th, has 
been sent to me by the Vatican, with the 
request to secure for it as wide a publicity 
as possible. This document—a summary of 
which has already appeared in 7'he 7'imes— 
has been translated into all languages, and 
communicated to the Holy See and to all 
Apostolic Delegates and Papal Nuncios 
abroad, and it constitutes the official reply 
of the Vatican to the Mexican Government. 

The article begins by saying that the 
Mexican Minister of Foreign Affairs, “ina 
subtly-worded circular, has attempted to 
place the blame for these disturbed conditions 
upon the Church, which during the centuries 
of her absolute domination over the Mexican 
nation had done nothing to modernise the 
nation, nor had she taken the slightest 
action to ameliorate the conditions of 
the people.’’ Such accusations, it” is 
argued, ‘‘are refuted by four centuries 
of Catholic life and = activity, which 
brought Mexico to a high degree 
of civilisation.”” It is declared that “the true 
cause of the present disturbance is to be found 
in the anti-religious activity of the Govern- 
ment,”’ 

The article concludes as follows :—‘* Asked 
by the faithful of Mexico whether it were 
permissible for the purpose of avoiding 
greater evils to submit to the demands of the 
law, the Holy See responded on July 21st. of 
this year that it condemned the law and, at 
the same time, every action which could 
signify or be interpreted by the faithful as 
an acceptance or a recognition of said law. 

‘‘ Wherefore, while the faithful Mexicans 
are enduring martyrdom—since here we may 
well speak of a true martyrdom—the entire 
Catholic Church, from the Holy Father to the 
humblest of the faithful, orat sine inter- 
misstone ad deum pro eis. All our strength 
and all our hope rest in the invincible arm of 
prayer, prayer for the persecuted ones, whence 
they may obtain the virtue to resist ; prayer 
for the persecutors, whence they may come to 
recognise their error and obtain pardon.”’

SOVIET MAKING 
MISCHIEF. 


FEARS THAT GERMANY WILL 

JOIN LEAGUE.

Soviet politicians and the Soviet Press 
have opened a new and determined campzicn 
to prevent Germany’s entrance into the 
League of Nations. They elaborate three 
main groups of arguments intended to in 
fluence Germany, Great Britain and France 
respectively. 

The Jzrestia warns Germany against the 
League's fetters, which will prevent her from 
exercising freedom of action, such as resulted 
in the economic agreements with France and 
the U.S.S.R.. and render her (Germany) a 
mere tool of Great Britain. The other argu- 
ments used coincide to the views expressed 
it German Right wing circles. 

The /zvestia represents Great Britain as 
being hoodwinked by France and German;. 
whose agreement means a Continental] anti- 
British combination. 

Both platforms and Press say that France 
seeks revenge for Great Britain’s victory at 
Locarno, and. hopes to annul the Locarno con- 
ditions by special agreements with Germany, 
Spain, Rumania and other Powers. 

The Bolshevist leaders assure France that 
Germany's admission to the League will in- 
volve unpleasant and even dangérous conse- 
quences, suéh as a demand for the abolition 
of the Dawes plan, the restitution of the 
lost colonies, and the early evacuation of the 
occupied territories. 

The Soviet diplomatic agents are in- 
structed to carry on a resolute agitation in 
these three directions, and to vitiate the 
atmosphere for the September meeting of the 
League.

CAPITAL OF THE GREATEST

As Acting Prime Minister, Sir Henry Dray- 
ton, on behalf of the Dominion Government, 
this morning opened Ottawa’s centenary cele 
bration on Parliament Hill, with other 
notable speakers, including the Bishop of 
London, who said that he would venture to 
predict that one day Ottawa would be the 
capital of the ay Se nation on earth. 

Referring to the Church of England emigra- 
tion scheme, Dr. Ingram expressed the 
opinion that the Church would enable Canada 
to procure from Great Britain a million and

ON CERTIFICATES. 


BRITISH REGULATIONS. 


- 


A preliminary notice by the Commis- 
siqners of Customs and Excise on the 
operation of the betting duty was issued in 


London yesterday. 

The duty operates on and after November 
1st, and will apply to every bet made with 
a bookmaker on any event of-any kind, and 
each bookmaker will be required to take out 
annually a certificate, for which a duty of 
£10 will be payable. Bookmakers are advised 
to apply as soon as possible for forms of 
oppucation for certificates, which are obtain- 
able from collectors of Customs and Excise. 

Each applicant wili be required to show on 
the application form his Christian name and 
surname, together with his business name, 
and with each application a photograph must 
be forwarded for fixing to the certificate. 
The latter will show the true name and the 
trade name, and must be produced on demand 
by. any authorised person. 

A limited company will be required to take 
out a certificate in its registered name, and 
any directors or employés of the company 
acting as bookmakers on a racecourse must 
take ont personal certificates. 

Certificates will expire on 3ist October in 
each year. 

Án entry certificate will be required to he 
taken out annually by a bdckinabet on pay- 
ment of a duty of £10 in respect of any 
hetting premises used by him. He will not 
he allowed to carry on an office business 
except on premises duly entered. Authorised 
officers will have the right to inspect such 
premises at any time purpose of 
revenue supervision. 

Daty will be chargeable at the rate of 2 
per cent. of the amount staked in the case 
of bets made on a racecourse, on events 
decided there on a day when both the book- 
maker and the backer are in personal attend- 
ance.. In the case of every other bet made 
with a bookmaker the duty will be at the 
of 34 per cent. of the amount staked. 

The bookmaker will be the person resp2n- 
sible for the payment of the proper duty, and 
there will be two methods by which payment 
may be made, viz.—by weekly returns to 
the Commissioners after giving bond with 
satisfactory securities, or by the use of 
revenue tickets which will be purchasable in 
hooks of 50 of the following denominations :— 
is. 2s., 2s. 6d., 3s., 4s., 5s., 10s., £1, £2 
and £5. The ticket will be automatically 
defaced on being torn from the book, and 
ne question of the use of adhesive stamps 
will arise. 

Any bookmaker who wishes to enter into 
an arrangement to pay by returns should 
apply forthwith to the secretary, Custom 
House, London, E.C.3. 

The notice points out that the Act does 
not legalise any betting that is at present 
unlawful, and that the bookmaker’s certificate 
and the use by him of revenue tickets do 
not connote any change in the existing legal

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JIMMY GILL, OF NEWRY. 


DEATH OF A FAMOUS 
STEEPLEJACK. 

The death has occurred at his residence in 
Lower Water street, Newry, of Jimmy Gill, 
who achieved considerable notoriety twenty 
years ago as Newry’s steeplejack by reason 
of his ascending the mill chimney, which at 
th» time he was engaged in demolishing, in 
order to avoid capture at the hands of the 
old Royal Irish Constabulary, who held a 
warrant for his arrest for a temporary lapse 
from the path of rectitude. The men in blue 
invested the chimney stack, but Jimmy 
ascended to the top,-where he defied capture, 

His numerous friends enjoyed the situa- 
tion, and, being of the practical joker type, 
had Jimmy provided with fireworks to give a 
display from the top of the mill chimney on 
a certain night. The display came off, and 
was attended by hundreds of spectators. The 
police, discomfited by Jimmy’s tactics, had 
meanwhile given un attempts to arrest him. 

A second pyrotechnic display resulted in 
disaster, and James fell down the chimney 
and broke his leg. He was conveyed home 
and lay for several weeks under medical care, 
but one morning when almost recovered his 
friends had him smuggled back to the 
chimney, where he again held the fort. His 
sojourn on this occasion, however, was very 
brief, as the police proved too astute, and 
James was taken. 

Altogether Jimmy held the fort for several 
weeks, and during that time funds came 
pouring in from all over the United Kingdom 
to cheer him in his self-imposed task. One 
enthusiastic admirer in far-off New Zealand 
sent a belated remittance with the message: 
‘Hold the Fort.” Such was the celebrity 
that Jimmy achieved that he was billed to 
appear in the Empire Theatre in Belfast, 
and actually he appeared,. but was seized 
with stage fright and beat a hastv retreat. 

During the Great War Jimmy served in 
the Royal Engineers in Salonika, although 
well over sixty years of age. : 

Jimmy's death has removed a well-known 
character from Newry, and one who, in his 
own humble way, brought the town into 
almost as great prominence as the famous 
Newry “' bear.” 


IN THE BREAD. 
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MILLERS ALLEGED TO BE 
FOOLING THE PUBLIC. 
Producing lumps of material which he de- 
clared were put in flour by millers, the 
General Secretary told the conference, at 
Bristol yesterday, of the Amalgamated Union 
of Operatives, Bakers and Confectioners, that 
if the public knew that they were supposed 
to eat it they would insist on pure bread.

made by the women oí our Labour movement, 
and by the miners’ leaders, a strenuous fight 
has been made against actual starvation. 

‘This contest with huager has also been 
helped by the feeding of school children by 
some of our Education authorities and by the 
assistance given by Poor Law authorities. 
But, as the lock-out lasts, slowly and cruelly 
distress: of a heart-rending kind’ invades our 
homes. 

“With the connivance of the Government, 
publie. relief is being drastically: curtailed. 
Some Poor Law authorities are refusing help 
to miners’. dependents, others are cutting 
down scales of relief to inhuman standards, 
and Education authorities are limiting their 
feeding operations. Starvation is pushing us 
back, and further help is urgently needed to 
prevent this great fight for human standards 
of life and economic justice from becoming 
an, abiding tragedy for the miners’ wives and 
little ones. Statements to the contrary, by 
whomsoever made, are but part of the owners’ 
attempt to reduce the miner to subjection by 
the slow starvation of his family. 

““I know that an appeal made te the kindly 
heart of America has always met with a 
generous response. Your voice in this 
mission is the voice of women and children 
in dire need. I have enough good friends 
amongst the American people, who know that 
I would not write this unless I was convinced 
both as to the justice of the causé and the 
need of the appeal.

LESSONS OF THE

WILLIAM JOYNSON: 
HICKS’S WARNING. 

In a letter to the Chairman of the Twicken- 
had Conservative Association, on ‘‘ The 
Lesson of the General Strike,’ the Home 
Secretary (Sir William Joynson-Hicks) says :— 

‘*T hope you and my constituents, and not 
only Conservatives, but all lovers of the Con- 
stitution, will not think that this strike is 
the first and last of its kind. 

‘‘Preparations are even now being con 
sidered for future strikes. In the House of 
Commons a member of the official Labour 
Party and one of the leaders of the Trades 
Union Congress, said in my presence last 
month: ‘It is only the first; there will be 
another. and another, and another general 
strike until we achieve our object.’ 

‘‘Exactly in so far as Moscow and their 
Communist tools here are working under- 
ground to destroy legitimate trade unionism 
and to effect revolution in our country, so 
must all of us work openly and firmly to 
counteract their efforts, to destroy their ideals. 
and to make it certain that no such efforts 
will ever succeed in this country. 


SOVIET AND THE BRITISH MINERS. 
MOSCOW, Monday. 

In reply to an inquiry from the Trades 
Union Committee regarding the place and 
time of meeting of the next conference of the 
Anglo-Russian Trade Union Committee, the 
Central Council of the Labour Unions of the 
Soviet Republic states that it is proposed to 
summon a meeting in Berlin on Angust 20, 
to discuss the questicn of sending relief to 
the British miners.—(Reuter.)

FAILURE OF SOVIET DESIGNS. 
RIGA, Monday. 

At a Moscow trades. union meeting the 
Soviet delegate, Andrayev, who has returned 
from Paris, reported on the meetings of the 
Anglo-Russian Committee, which have been 
held there. 

According to the report, all the Soviet 
efforts to bring about a social upheaval in 
Great Britain were shown to have had a 
negative result, as the British trade unionista 
refuse to adopt the Moscow line of action.

SURPRISE IN PARIS.

FRENCH PRESS SILENT.

PARIS, Monday. 

The pronouncement made by the 
Marquis de Estella on the subject of the 
Spanish claim to the Tangier zone has 
caused surprise here. The French Press 
almost unanimously ignores the declara- 
tion. 

That the declaration of the Spanish 
Prime Minister was made so quickly after 
the conclusion of the Italo-Spanish Pact 
of non-aggression is worth noting, since 
there is a natural tendency to consider 
any move in Mediterranean policy in its 
possible relation to that event. 

The Spanish claim to the Tangier zone 
is not new, though it seems to have been 
put forward more directly and in a more 
sense than on some previous 
occasions. During the Rif war the 
Spanish authorities frequently asserted 
that the Tangier zone was the centre of a 
large trade in contraband, and it was 
generally assumed that a demand for 
power of supervision would be made in the 
interests of the Spanish zone.

OSSOVSKY EXCLUDED FROM 
COMMUNIST PARTY. 


RIGA, Monday. 

The Soviet Government’s latest efforts to 
crush the Opposition include the exelusion of 
Ossovsky from the Communist Party, on the 
ground of a pamphlet published by him, 
entitled the ‘‘ Communist Party at the Four 
teenth Congress.” In this pamphlet Ossovsky 
declared that the Communist Party's greatest 
error was in their complete annexation of 
power during the October Revolution, and 
not allowing other Parties to exist. By this 
means they became a State Party, and were 
compelled to represent the interests of all 
inhabitants, including the capitalists. 

Ossovsky added that the Party was already 
split into numerous factions, and new parties 
were forming, which might necessitate enter- 
ing into negotiations with the. Socialists and 
the Social Democrats. 

The _ official Press, commenting on 
Ossovsky’s expulsion, says that Ossovsky is 
not alone in ‘‘the quagmire,’’ but that his 
views are sharéd by a whole group of panicky 
petit bourgeois members of the Communist 
Party.—(Reuter. ) 


DEATH CAUSED BY 
FEAR. 


STARTLING CLAIM BY A 


STAGE MAGICIAN. 
NEW YORK (By Mail). 

Fear, and not poisoning by carbon dioxide, 
is the cause of the death of miners and other 
persons trapped in air-tight compartments. 
This startling assertion is made by Mr. 
Harry Houdini, the famous stage magician 
and opponent of spiritualism, who had him- 
self sunk in a sealed coffin in a swimming 
pool for an hour and a half to prove his 
contention. 

Dr. W. McConnell, of Philadelphia and or 
the United States Mines Department, who 
examined Houdimi after he was released from 
the coffin, expressed himself amazed with the 
demonstration, -and declared that Houdini’s 
theory might cause important changes in 
safety methods in mines. 

The coffin in which Houdini was soldered 
up was computed to contain 34,398 cubic 
inches of air.. The oxygen in that air, 
according to the scientists, should all have 
been used up in three or four minutes, but 
Houdini breathed it for ninety minutes and 
emerged smiling. 

“ Anyone could do it,” he declared after- 
wards. “ The important thing is to believe 
that you are safe, not to breathe deeply, and 
not to make unnecessary movements.”’ 

_ During his stay under water Houdini kept 
in communication with the watchers by a 
telephone wire, by means of which he indi- 
cated every few minutes that he was all right.

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AGRICULTURAL 
EDUCATION. 
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FREE STATE MINISTER 
IN CANADA 


STUDYING METHODS 
AND CONDITIONS. 


Mr. P. J. Hogan, the Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture in the Irish Free 
State, is now in Canada after a tour of 
several countries in Europe. He has gone 
to study the agriculture of the new world 
and assimilate methods of practice and 
education which he can apply to Irish 
farming on his return to his own country. 

Mr. Hogan has refused to talk politics, 
but has told Canadians frankly that they 
need not look to the Free State for immi- 
grants, as emigration is being discouraged 
here. Everybody in Ireland, he says, 
hopes that the Free State will be able to 
support its present population, and pos- 
sibly to increase it. 


IRISH FARMING. 


ENLARGED SCHEME OF 
EDUCATION. 


Mr. Hogan, in the course of an interview 
at Regina on agriculture in Canada as he 
saw it, said that the educational system had 
been of the greatest interest, and was likely 
to be «i the greatest use. Ireland had a 
scheme that vas analagous to Canada’s, but 
not on the same scale. From what had 
been learned in Canada it was probable that 
the Irish scheme of agricultural education 
would be considerably enlarged. 

Irish cattle imported into England, the 
Minister said, was not likely to affect the 
price of Canadian cattle. While Ireland ex- 
ported to Great Britain about one million 
cattle a year, Uanada’s total was approxt- 
mately 150,000. What did affect both 
countries adversely was the huge imports of 
Argentine chilled beef at a much lower 
price. The value of frozen beef imported 
to England from the Argentine every year 
was £50,000,000, more than twice the value 
of lIreland’s and Canada’s contributions 
together, and since the price was so much 
lower it would be seen that neither Canada 
nor Ireland had much chance of meeting the 
competition or filling the demand, even if the 
Argentine source of supply could be put out 
of the market. 


TURNING THE CORNER. 

The recent political unrest in Ireland, Mr. 
Hogan said, had not had the same affect on 
Irish agriculture and industry as had the 
slump in prices following the European war. 
From the latter Ireland was recovering to 
th: same degree as other countries, prices 
were stabilising, and Free State officials were 
satisfied that the corner was turned. 

Emigration from the Emerald Isle was 
being discouraged, and they were not going 
to = Se anything to prevent their fosterin 
a substantial home market for their agricul- 
tural produce, if it could be prevented. 
They were pinning hopes on the Shannon 
scheme for generating light and power; they 
hai started the largest beet sugar factory is 
Europe, if not in the world, and were 
encouraging the boot and shoe industry. 
Everybody in Ireland had firm hopes that 
the Free State would be able to support its 
present population, and possibly to increase 
it. 

Things were settling down—law and order 
were being enforced rigidly, and the energy 
spent previously on the forces of destruction 
were being diverted to production. 

Canadians, Mr. Hogan said, were emi- 
nently hospitable, and he had met with 
assistance from the Federal and Provincial 
Departments of Agriculture all over Canada, 
and the success of his visit was assured.

STAFF SYSTEM INTERRUPTED. 

Last Sunday the railway telegraph wires on 
the Derry and Lough Swilly line between 
Letterkenny and Burtonport were cut at 
several points, and a special train from 
Kurtonport, carrying representatives of the 
A.U.H to a county demonstration at Letter- 
kenny, was held up for almost an hour owing 
to the mterruption of the staff system.
